ON THE AMERICA CUP RACES.

Points Out the Adyantages He Thinks 
Defender and Valkyrie Possess and 
Coneludes His Ship the Better—De- 
clares’ Valkyrie: Can Beat Ameri- 
can in Windward Work-—Statement 
Leayes the Impression Nothing Can 
Wduce the Earl to Challenge Again. 
London, Nov. 9.—The Tifffes this mo 

publishes an extract, which fills three and 
a half of its columns, from a pamphlet which 
Earl Dunraven is just issuing giving a com- 
plete history and an explanation from his 
standpoint of the America cup races, and 
containing also an appendix which adds 
all the! correspondence upon the subject 
which has passed between Lord Dunraven or 
his representatives and the America cup au- 
thorities and other persons concerned in 
making arfangements for the late préposed 
contest. Most of the matter contained in 
the pamphlet and appendix has already 
been published, but it is announced that it 
is published now again in response to numer- 
ous requests for fuller information on the 
subject. ‘Lord Dunraven’s statement of the 
case concludes with the following language:

The letter dated Sept. 17 from Messrs. Smith 
and Canfield to Lord Dunraven, declaring it is im- 
possible to, secure a race free from interference, is 
really conclusive of the whole controversy. It is 
a confession of importance, Lord Dunraven’s re- 
pow of the alleged alterations in the load water 
ine of Defender prior to the first race is a most 
unpleasant story. It is also most regrettable that 
misunderstanding arose over Dunraven’s of- 
fer to resail the races, Altogether the statement 
contains nothing to modify our previous judgment 
or to induce Englishmen to challenge again.

Barly Norwegian Immigration. 

Prof. Anderson’s history of Norwegian 
immigration between 1821 and 1840 will be 
of peculiar interest to the descendants of 
those whose names and acts are chronicled 
in its pages. Wor it deals with the sub- 
ject far more minutely than any history of 
the vanguard of any of the other na- 
tionalities which have made their way to the 
United States. It has taken infinite labor 
on the @uthor’s part to trace the records of 
these first-comers and to find out what their 
experiences were during the early years of 
their sajourn in a strange land. 

Thie book is not, however, devoid of inter- 
est fortnose not born in Norway or not of 
Norwegian descent, for it gives the causes of 
an immigration to which this country is in- 
debted for so many good citizens, It appears 
that religious intolerance was what started 
the western movement. Lutheran 
Church was the established one, and seventy- 
five years ago could not endure the existence 
of other creeds. Quakerism had made its

haps a single exception, Buchanan made the 
most misérable failure. 

This is a mild verdict, ana Mr. King has 
printed nothing to modify it. He gives some 
letters from Buchanan, in which the latter 
says he loves the Union. but there are no new 
facts in all Mr. King’s matter. 

There ure some interesting stories in the 
book, tut not many of them. In February, 
1861, Congressman Jenkins of Virginia, who 
was working to get his State out of the 
Union, wrote to the Postoffice Depart-

way into Norway, and other dissenting creeds 
had come into existence there. ‘On a com- 
plaintiof the State Priest the Sheriff would 
come and take the children by force from 
Quaker families and bring them to the priest 
to be baptizei. People were fined for 
nut going to the holy communion. Parents 
were compelled to have their children con- 
firmed, and even thedead were exhumed from 
their graves in order that they might be buried 
according to the Lutheran ritual,’ 

In 1821 Kleng Peerson and Kaud Olson 
Eide came to this country, practically sent by 
some Quakers in Southwestern Norway 
to imvestigate and report. They _ re- 
turned in 1824, and the followme year six 
heads of families made up their minds to 
me the ocean. They sold what property 

aoe ff bad, bought a littie forty-five-ton sloop, 
and loaded her withiron. On the 4th of July 
this diminutive vessel set sail with fifty-two 
persons’on board and reached New York 
fourteen weeks later. The Restoraticn—for 
that wads the name of the Norwegian May- 
flower—first put in ata little port in South- 
eastern England, and then wandered off into 
the Atlantic. 

Owing to bad seamanship or bad weather 
the: next land they’ sighted was the Island of 
Madeira. Just as they were off Funchal they 
found a pipe of wine floating on the sea, The 
wine must have been old, for the cask was 
covered with barnacles. It must have been 
strong, because the crew drank freely and 
were so upset that they let their vessel take 
care of itself. They got to Funchal on the 
28th of July. Left there on the 3lst and 
reached New York on the 9th of Octo- 
ber. There they got into trouble with the 
customs authorities because they had a larger 
cargo and a larger number of passengers than 
the laws permitted a ship of their size to 
carry, The Captain was arrested and the 
cargo seized, but both were subsequently re- 
lea 

The ‘immigrants went to Qrieans County, 
N. Y., om tne shores of Lake Ontario, and 
there established the first Norwegian settle- 
mentin America. They bought at $5 an acre 
land worth now from $50 to $100, anfi set to 
work to clear it. They suffered much during 
the first year, and some of them yearned to 

o back, but they stuck it out, and it was not 
ong before they were prospering. 

While religion was the cause of the first 
migration hard times were chiefly responsible 
for the exodus of 1836. There had been re- 
movais to America between 1825 and that 
year, but not many wf them, since no emi- 
gtant vessels eailed diréct from Norwegian 
ports, The authorities, too, discouraged 
emigtation. Butin 1886 two vessels sailed 
from Norway for New York with 200 pas- 
sengers on board. Most of them came on to 
Chicago and went from hére to Mission, in 
La Salle County, where they founded the 
second Norwegian settlement in thie country. 
The third was at Chicego and the fourth in 
Rock County, Wis., in 1838. Unlike most other 
immigrants, the Norwegians shunned the 
cities and took to the country, 
ferred agriculture, and were not satisfied till 
they could get farms. It is probable that 
more Norwegians would have come here sixty 
yeara ago but for the ignorance concerning 
America or the mistaken ideas about the 
country, which seem to have prevailed to 
some extent. In 1838 a littie book was 

ed in Norway by a man who had been in 
this country eight’ months, in which he 
answers the following questions and severai 
others:

Sales of cash wheat 80 far this week have 
been sufficient to warrant more attention in 
the speculative trade than they have excited, 
Thursday sales of round lots No. 2 red winter 
wheat were 250,000 bu. Part of this busi- 
ness, 100,000 bu to Toledo, was not done 
until late in the day. It was followed up 
yesterday by the sale of 115,000 bu to be 
“worked by Thorburn to New York. The 
‘gales on Monday amounted to 160,000 bu, 
making a total in round lots to go forward 
by lake of 525,000 bu. In addition there has 
been an excellent demand for milling lots 
of winter wheat, and while the store price 
of No. 2 red is moving up toward the price 
of May December price is being paid for No 
‘g red. Most of the wheat sold within the 
last few days to be moved by lake has come 
out of the Armour houses and there has 
been some speculation as to the premium 
paid. According to one shipper the price 
paid is 3%c over December free on board. 
At any event the premium was high enough 
/ to cut down the commission for doing the 
business to the smallest possible propor- 
tions. 

The low prices of the day in wheat were 
made right at the opening at 58c for Decem- 
ber and 62%c for May. The continued rains 
cause many traders to look for a further 
decline. Consols, however, were quoted ma- 
terially lower and the crowd forgot all about 
rain and big receipts in its anxiety ovcr 
the foreign situation. No one had any defi- 
nite information and opinions differed as

‘Burnt Ivory the Favorite Material for 

Handles for This Season. 

A radical change has taken place in um- 
brellas since the close-roll became popular, 
and no wonder, for nothing is uglier and 
more uncomfortable to carry than a heavy, 
clumsy umbrella. The close-roll has a solid 
steel rod, and the frame interlocks when it 
closes, so that the most inexperienced person 
can wrap the silk very closely without 
trouble. The close-roll has doneanother 
thing, it has created a demand for higher- 
priced umbrellas. The woman *who used to 
be content with an umbrella marked “special 
at $1.98 today only” will not even glance at 
such a sign nowadays, but goes straight to 
the umbrella, department, asks for a close- 
roll, and willingly pays $5 for it. ; 

With a woman the handle of an umbrella 
is the most important part, and this season 
the favorite material in handles is burnt or 
plain ivory with deposited or applied silver.

undertake to settle the Armenian questiou 
by herself,’’ or words to that effect. ‘‘But 
why not?’’ she exclaimed. ‘‘Russia does not 
want to interfere. Why should not Britain 
act alone?’’ 

It was not for me to point out that Britain, 
Russia, and France were acting together. 
I merely said: ‘‘Won't you tell me what is 
the feeling in Russia about the Armenians?” 
‘*Russia,”’ she said, ‘is, of course, deeply 
concerned for the poor Armenians. They 
are Christians, and so we must feel for them 
and sympathize with them. They are our 
Christian brethren. But they are not so 
near to us as other Christians. We have a 
large Armenian population, of course, but 
the Armenian religion is not the same as 
ours. We cannot feel for them as we do for 
the Macedonians, for instance.” Here her 
Slavophilism betrayed itself. ““‘The Mace- 
donians have the same religion as we our- 
selves. But we are sorry for the poor Ar- 
menians. Still, it is most unfortunate that 
these atrocities should have occurred just 
now. It means the reopening of the whole 
Eastern question, and for that Russia is not 
at present prepared. Russia does not want 
that. What do you think Lord Salisbury 
will do?’’ she asked, showing the while some 
little anxiety as to my reply. 

Difficulties of the Question. 

“What can he do?’ I replied. “If Britain 
were to undertake to settle the question 
itself, and seize Constantinople, Russia 
would not like that.” “Why not? Why 
would not Britain act on behalf of Europe? 
Russia would not object.”’ 

“Don’t you think that might lead to com- 
plications?” I suggested. “‘No, I do not. 
Besides, what is Russia to do? She would 
have to go to war to obtain an autonomy 
for Armenia, when she has no constitution 
herself. That would be illogical.”’ 

I did not mention the fact Russia had once 
acted thus on behalf of Bulgaria. Mme. de 
Novikofft felt that the Armenian question 
bristled with difficulties, and evidently de- 
sired to avoid them. She has used the ques- 
tion, indeed, as a text for preaching to 
Britain on the folly of distrusting Russia. 
If Britain and Russia were to combine all 
these questions could be amicably settled; 
that is practically her position.

Breakfast rolls may be quickly made by 


the following rule: Sift one quart of flour 


with three teaspoonfuls of baking powder 


and rub into this a tablespoonful of butter - 
and a saltspoonful of salt. Moisten with 
milk until just stiff enough to roll out in” 
sheets about a half inch in thickness. Cut 


the rolls out with a large round cutter, 
spread with butter, and fold over in half cir- 
cles. Place them on buttered tins and 


‘bake in a quick oven. - 


White muffins are made thus: Beat one 
egg very light and add to it one tablespoon- 
Melt a piece of butter the size 
of an egg and thoroughly stir into the eg¢z 
mixture before adding one cup of milk 
and one and one-half cups of flour, into 
which one and one-half teaspoonfuls cf 
baking powder has been sifted, Bake in 
patty pans in a hot oven. r 

Delicious raised muffins.qggy be made by 
putting a pint of sifted. four into a large 
bowl and mixing into it haifa cup of butter, 
one teaspoonful of sugar; and a salt&poon of 
salt. Dissolve half a yeast cake in a little 
lukewarm water and add it to the mixture 
with two eggs well beaten; mix very thor- 
oughly and add enough flour to make it into 


‘a very soft batter. Cover and let it standin 


a warm place over night. In the morning 

heat gem irons or tins and butter them, and 

with a spoon half fill them with the raised 

mixture, not stirring it more than is neces- 

sary. Let them rise in the tins about halt 

an Rone before putting them in a hot oven to 
ake. " 

To make rice muffins—Pour one pint of 
sweet. milk over one cup of cold boiled rice 
and let it stand over night, or for several, 
hours at least. Then mix with jt one table- 
spoonful of butter, warmed, one tablespoon- 
ful of salt, two-eggs well beaten, and one pint 
of flour, into which has been sifted one tea- 
spoonful of baking. powder. Beat together 
very thoroughly and e7%d milk enough to 
make a thin batter. Bake ip gem tinsina 
quick oven. 

For hominy muffins beat two cups of cold 
hoiled hominy with one cup of milk until it 
is smooth. Then stir in two tablespoonfuls 
of melted butter, one teaspoonful of salt 
and two of sugar. Beat three eggs light and 
add with two cups of milk and one heaping 
cup of flour, and one and one-half teaspoon- 
fuls of baking. powder. WHave the muffin 
pans buttered and fill two-thirds full with 
the mixture. Bake in.a hot oven. 

Apple gems are nice for breakfast on a 
crisp winter morning. Chop very fine four 
sour apples and stir into them one beaten 
egg, one-quarter of a cup of molasses, and 
one and one-half cups each of yellow corn- 
meal and sifted flour. Dissolve a teaspoon- 
ful of soda in warm water and add it, using 
enough water to make a thin batter. Bake 
in buttered gem pans in a moderate oven. 

To make a delicious corn bread stir to a 
cream half a cup of butter and three-quar- 
ers of a cup of sugar. Add to this three 
eggs beaten well,’a pinch of salt, and one 
pint of sweet milk. Mix together two 
cups of flour and a scant cup of yellow bolted 
meal. Sift into the four three teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder and add it to the first 
mixture. Butter biscuit pans and fill them 
half full with the batter. Bake in a hot 
oven. | 

An excellent hot sweet bread is called 
Newport loaf. Cream together a half cup 
each of butter and sugar and add the yelks 
of two eggs and one cup of sweet milk. Then 
add one and one-half pints of flour, with two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. Last add 
the beaten.whites of two eggs. Bake in a 
basin or cake tin in a moderate oven. 

A Swedish or coffee bread is usually made 
with raised dough, but it may be made as 
follows with excellent results: Put intoone 
pint of flour one and one-half teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, one tablespoonful: of 
Sugar, and a salt-spoonful of salt: rub 
through a sieve, and mix with the dry in- 
gredients a generous tablespoonfu] of butter: 
moisten with a half pint of sweet milk. Roll

SOUPS MADE ACCORDING TO COLOR. 


Culinary Idea That Welps in Giving 
Artistic Luncheons and Dinners. 

The harmony of the color scheme is all 
essenjial for true elegance in table decora- 
tion. Even meats and entremets, as well 
as fruits and vegetables, should be arranged 
with the proper china and ‘in harmony with 
the prevailing tone of color. The following 
recipes—some from a famous Philadelphia 
authority, others from a. Virginia cuisine— 
may be of use: - 


Amber soup--One soup bone, a slice 
ham, a chicken, an onion, half a rosy 
haif a parsnip, a stalk of celery, two tea- 
spoonfuls of salt and one of: pepper, two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, four cloves, and 
whites and shells of two eggs. Brown the 
bone or two. pounds of beef in the butter 
brown the onion and put the cloves in it. 
Add one gallom of cold water and boil al) 
together for four hours. Take out the 
chicken when tender... Strain in a jar ana 
put away until next day. Then remove 
the fat and bring. all to boiling point again. 
Strain through a jelly-bag and reheat when 
you wish to serve. If you wish a brown 
soup, brown a tablespoonful of brown sugar 
in a saucepan, let it boil with a little water. 
and strain into the soup. The whites of 
eggs and shells are better beaten into a 
spoonful of water and added at the second 


boiling.
